After the trial of the Case reported in onr 
last, Walla Bappa Oemar and Kantjera, 
Sadan, were brought 
to the bar. 

Fhe Act of Aceusation or Indictment set 
forth, that on the night ef the S!st Januae 
Fy last past, in or near a place called Cam- 
pong Poelosarrie; on the estate of Klappa 

Noenigal, (whither the deceased Sadaa

had been sent by the Mandore of the Es« 


tate of 'Fjelingsie, for the parpose of hiring 
labourers,) the Prisoners Walla Bappa 
Oemar, and Kantjera did, with certain 
sharp-edged weapons, which they held in 
their hands, stab the said deceased, giving 
him several mortal wounds on different 
Hank of his body, of which he instantly 

ted ; and that after the perpetration of 


the act, they (the Prisoners) dragged 


the dead body of the deceased to, and 
eoncealed it ina certain place, about the 
distance of a mile from Campong Poelo- 
sarrie. Upon which facts, the Advocate 
Eispal conclt and by the aforesaid ine 
dictmet positively ‘charged, that the 


„Prisoners, in manner and forin above-men= 


tioned, did commit the crime of wilful 
and malicious murder, contrary to the exe 
isting laws, and against the peace, &c. 

The Prisoners being arraigned, respec« 
tively pleaded Not Guilty. — it 

On which, a jury duly impannelled 
were sworn, and cliarged with the Prison« 
ers. And the Advocate Fiscal on the part 
of the: prosecution, proceeded to adduce 
the following evidence in support of the 
indictment. 
_ First Witness Koya Bappa Soudien, Nae 
tive Mandore at 'Tjelingsie, deposed, that 
he is acquainted with he ‘Prisoners, who 
were inhabitants of. Campong Poelosarrie, 
that being desirous of planting paddy, hé 
requested the deceased, wha was a free 
‘Native in Deponent’s service,to goto Ktap-” 
pa Noengal, & hire some labourers, & gave 
him three Rix Dollars copper for that pur- 
pose ; that the deceased went out accord. 
ingly on the 80th January, bút not return- 
ing, and having heard no tidings of him 
for three days, the Witness grew uneasy, 
and wishing té: satisfy himself of the causè 
‘ofthe deeeased’s absence so Fong, himself 
proceeded, on, the 3d February follawing, 
‘in the afternoon, in search of him. Ón 
going along; he accidentally observed, 
marks of: the footsteps of two persons, 
which he traced through a paddy field, 
mnl he at length eame'to an úncultivated 
spot, near the bank of “a rrvers wierd “He 
found the dead body of his late Servant 
Sadan, with wouuds on the head, neck, 


hack, and left leg, and covered över will 
a little earth ; upon which Deponent ims 
mediately went and informed the scout of 
Tjebenong of what he had seen. The 
Witness bore testimeny to the good chaz 
yacter of (he deceased; who, he stated, bad 
always conducted himself with propriety, 
while in his service. 
Second Witness Tema Bappa Beyon, 
a Native Peon, depased, that he was sent 
‚by the scout ot 'Ljebenong, to enquire after 
the corpse of the deceased, and that he 
found it in the situatioa above described. 
Third Witness Angos, Native Mandore 
on the estate. of Tjelingsie, stated, that on 
being informed by one Bappa Soudien, 
that Sadan had been murdered by the Prise 
soners, he caused them to be taken into 
custody, when they made the. following 
declaration to him: viz. 
‘é That an (he night above stated, as 
they were going te their Catjang Planta« 
tion, to keep away the wild Hogs, they 
met a person unknown te them, whe 
carried a musket, which on his levelling 
at them, they ran away, and were pur- 
„sned for some time by kim; when at last, 
they observed, that on his trying to 
make his way through a Pagger,„ tho 
{tespasser had entangled himself between 
the bamboos, upon which, they went 
and kilted him with the weapons they 
had with them. After they had:so done, 
they perceived fox the first time, that it 
was the deceased Sadan, that they in

& dore Jelena; who told them to throw the 
« corpse into the river.” 

Several. other witnesses (among whom 
‘wasa Sister of the Prisoners, who was 
married to the deceased, but had- been 
divoreed from him some time previously 
to his death,) were also called and exa- 
mined. 

The case on the part of tbe prosecution 
being closed, the Prisoners in their de- 
fence stated, that on going to their Cate 
jang plantation to keep aut the Wild 
hioss during the night, they observed 


some person within the preccincts of the 


place where they usually kept their bufe 
faloes, and called out to him several times 
demanding, Who was these? But instead 
of answering, he: pointed a musket at them 
which he carried; that perceiving the 
. Piece was not discharged, they ran and 
tried. to make their escape through a 
pasen and were âttempted to.be pursued 
aanne between the bamboos; on seeing 
which, they returned, and actuated onty by 
motives of sellsdefence, wounded him 
with their klewangs, and killed him on 
the spot, It was not til after this, that 
they perceived, the man they had killed 
was Sadan. 'Phe Prisoner Kanijera then 
went, and reported the circumstance io 
Jelena, the Native Mandore of the place, 
who replied, that as the deceased appear« 
ed to have had an intention of stealing, it 
was of no consequence, and that they had 
better throw the corpse’ away. Kantjera 
then returued, to meet the other Prisoner 
. who was waiting for him; after which 
they tied the corpse to a Bamboo, 
brought and lay the same, in a place near 
the river, where they threw some earth 
overit. The decedsed’s musket was found 
and brought to Jelena, who on examining 
it’s contents, found it had becn, loaded 
with niné bullets. AN 
The Jury after receiving a clear and 
luminous charge from the President, 
(summing up with the utmost perspicuity 
the whole of the evidence, expounding 
the law of homicide, and pointing out 
the ingredients which were required to 
constitute the crime of willful and malie 
cious murder, as contra-distinguished 
from other inferior species af homtcide ei- 
‘ther justifiable or excusable, aad the des 
grees of guilt attachable to each.) return- 
‘èd their verdict as follows. 
Not Guilty of murder, but guilty of 
excess in the act of self-defence. 


Sentence.— Banishment from the. island -

Such operations prove in a brilliant manner 
the powe er of Krance, which in the moment 
when stie has a formidable army tpon the 
hk of the Vistula, sends mere than 60 
fresh baitalious across the diiferent issues of 
the Pyrenees to reinforce her armies in Spain 
aud Portugal. Never did the Roman Em. 
Dire at the epoch of its greatest power, move 
such immense masses with such rapudity 5 3 and 
besides the French eagte, in passing the Elbe 
and the Oder, is now Gepn in regions into 
which the Rouaan eagles never penetrated. 
“On the 20:h March, there were pablicly 
burnt in Square Napoleon, about 200,000 
fraucs worth of English goods.

Let 
year Excellency compare this generous 
conduct with the infamous conduct of a 
Mouton and of others, who in cokd blood, 
have repeatedty assassinated our faithful 
Troeps and even some Officers; aud for 


no other cause than that of their not being 


abie to ioltow the forced marches of thetr 
conductors, who had denied them even tre 
necessary subsistence. . Infamous conduct! 
amd which received even ihe reprobation 
of the Emperor Napoleen as a Soldier, 
which has been substantiateit by the orders 
that have been intercepted. But General, 
be assured, and make it knewn, that geur 


erosity has its Iimite 3 and that the nation- 
al vengeance shall be exercised as otten 
as it shall be necessary. 

I have learnt that the faithful and val- 
iant Spanish Soldiers who were prisoners 
at Salamanca, left that City with a rope 
round their necks and every two tied to- 
gether by their arms, when other prison- 
ers of the Allied Army walked free. Your 
Excellency may be assured that 1 will 
make the French Ofbcers and soidiers 
travel in the same manner, until it is 
known to me that your Genecrais treat the 
Spaniards, faithful defenders of their coun= 
try, of whatever corps oc denontination 
they may be, with the humanity prescribed 
bythe lawsof war 3 (heir conduct shulibethe 
ruie for mine, which Ì shall direct to be 
observed by ail the Patriotic corps who are 
esteemed by the Govermment as Froops of 
the line, as all forming one Army. 

Í wish hereto offer one refiection to 
your Exeellency. ‘Phe Spanish nation 
have otten been at war. They have been 
invaded by the Goths and Vandals, less 
inhuman than those of this day. 'Whey 
atopted th: language and customs of the 
Spxuuiards in order to obtain the right of 
costiaaing ia the country. lt was after= 
wards invaded by the Moors, a civilized 
prop!e, compared with the French of the 
present era: (Ìt is well for your Excel 
tency that it ìs known that scarcely one 
third of tue mercenary Troops thai have 
come to Sjrrin, soie Dy force and others 
with the hope of rapine, are French). 
We kaow by the Chronicles of those timus 
and by the annals ot the Government of 
Spain, that these Moors, warlike, civil 
ized 8: actustrieus, gave better treatment to 
the inhabitauts with wiein they wished to 
live than the French give to the people 
whom they govern. Kir Moors intioduc- 
ed tiremseives inte Spain by wreachery and 
wers expelled by torve and the constancy 
of the Spaniards. From this it mast be 
inferred, generally, tlrat the Span:sà nae 
tion are uot so ineuusiant as tue French, 
that they are constant tn their opinton and 
tieir actions, ant that from this virtue 
must necessarily follow the expulsion of 
the French from their Ferntory ; aad that 
esch sho d retürn to the lumits which 
Providence „vpears to have assigned (hem, 
for the separaion Oliwa great peop e. 

We smil maintain the wars aud our 
Son, who are growing up betore their 
oppre-zors, stali finish (he vindication of 
ourdeurcountry. |, General, hive a Son, 
axd my opirioa ìsthat of all Spaniards; 
excepting that of a small number, who 
veag bid Spaniards cannct be good 
Pronchuven. 'Kothis Son, after the fear 
or Gol, say enty recommendation is an 
eternat war to the eppressors of his coune 
uy aast that without deviatiug from the 

asof honor aad fidelity, with arins to 
vindicate the insalts vitered by tie French 
to our holy Religion, to our beloved Sove- 
reien Fernado Vil. amd to the whole 
nations and Í shall die content, because 
Fam corfidtent that my Son will reli- 
giously conform tomy recommendations, 
lain not a man of ambitious sentimeuts, 
on the contracy Tam one of the most mode 
erate Spimiardis; but all that is Injustice 
or vio'ence Fl detest, for it grieves ie to 
the soul. 

To me it is indifferent whether your Ex- 
cellency answers me or not; because this 
letter undoubtediy well reach your hands, 
ant the conduct which your löxcellency 
an lother Chiefs shali obssrve after the 
receipt of this, shali serve me for the Gov- 
erament of mine.

A woman named Davies, the wife pf a 
gardener, in Mead’s.row, Lambeth, applied 
to ths Magistrates on Saturday, for a warrant 
against two mien, uuder the following cir- 
Cuinstancess-—ln August last, her husband 
being out of town, two men, one of whom 
was one of the men against whom she now 
applied, went to her house oue night, and 
havitg got admission, informed her, they 
were in possession of a secret of the utmost 
importance to her husvand—nothing less 
than his having committed a murder upwards 
of twenty years ago in Wales, for which 
two men had been executed.

was again alarmed, her husband being out of 
town, by another visit from one of the med 
who came before, accompanied by a stranger! 
they insisted on admission, and were attempte 
ing toforce open the door, when the watche 
men came up, and took them into custody. 
‘The watchman stated, that previous to theit 
geing to Mrs. Davis’s house, the two men 
came to him at his stand, and wanted his gun, 
saying, they were going to break open Dae 
vis’s house, he having been guilty of murder, 
He supposing them to be drunk, advised 
them to go home; and after some persuasion, 
they went away: he followed th-m at a dis 
tance, saw them turn into Mead’s.row, pn 
came up just as they were attempting t 

break open the door, and with the assistancé 
of another watchman, he took them into cusa 
tody, and conducted them to the watchd 
house, The constable of the night, BOE 
refused to take charge of them, because Mrs 

Davies did not attend, and they were disâ 
charged ; he had since, however, ascertained 
where they wereto be found, aud the Magise 
trate grautcd a warrant for their apprehension
